Mock Parliament to Convene 
at Eight P.M.

Pros and Cons of Representa- 
tive Program to Be- Argued 

Today the Representative, party is in 
power; to-morrow— who knows?— the 
Progressive opposition may have gained 
the confidence of the mass of parlia- 
nientarians at McGill. This issue de- 
pends entirely upon the trend of pro- 
ceedings this evening, tliat is, it will be 
decided by the- majority of votes cast, 
which majority will depend upon the 
number of adherents who turn out to 
support the platform, of their beliefs; 
upon the number who stand up to ex- 
press their views, and lastly upon the 
number who are convinced by the expo- 
sition of the leanings of each of the 
partisan speakers. 

•\s is noted in the heading alipvc, the 
parliament will open at eight o'clock, in 
the ball room of the ITnion. At eight- 
fifteen, the Governor General Sir Ar- 
thur Currie, will read the address from 
the Throne,- in which the main planks of 
the platform of the government will 
briefly be set forth. It is aroupd this 
that the discussion will hinge: the pro 
posais therein enunciated will be tcna 
ciously defended by F. O. Peterson, and 
his ministers and members of the Re- 
presentative element; on the other hand, 
the opposition, under the leadership of 
W. R. Dillon will, undoubtedly, (jui-'stion 
sharply certain principles of the Prime 
.Minister's policy in respect to immigra- 



.'\ goodly nimiber of entries have 
been made already by men who wish 
to oUtain their lieutenants' and cap- 
tains' certificates. These are known 
as "A" (Licuteiiants') and "B" (Cap- 
tains') : certificates.' and they exempt 
the holders from further qualifica- 
tion for those ranks in the Canadian 
Militia, the Territorial Force and 
Special Reserve of Officers of the 
British .'Vrmy, and generally through- 
out the Empire. 

Their value to ' holders is great, 
quite apart from the question whether 
they take up military commissions or 
not- Xû man can obtain cither certi- 
ficate unless he has shown practically 
tliat be can give orders to men in a 
cjear, concise, and decisive manner; 
that he has a good knowledge of His 
military duties and responsibilities; 
and that he can act quickly on bis 
own initiative as occasions arise. 
Men who obtain the "B" certificate 
must be men to whom, as captains. 
0I1C could entrust the welfare on ac- 
tive service and in peace time of a 
company of over 200 men, and men 
who 'obtain the "A" certificate, a-; 
lieutenants of a platoon of over 5U 
men. Men who can obtain these cer- 
tificates are • the ■ nieh" to be sou.ght 
aiter for the higher appointments in 
professional and ' commercial life, as 
well as in military life', because they 
have been taught hbw'to command 
men, and how to act speedily and 
with thought in emergencies. The 
Regulations' describe what kind oi 
man the training, is intc:idcd to evolve 
as follows: 

"The oflFicer is the Reader and in- 
structor oMiis men. He must always 
remember that to maintain d scipline 
he must possess the confidence of the 
men in' his pi-ofessional ability; hut 
since, in war, he may be called upoi; 
to assume responsibilities bcvout! 
those of Jiis rank, he must prepare 
'himself for a s'oiind system of train- 
ing in times of pc.-icc to accpiire the 
habit of quickly and correctly appre- 
ciating a situation, of arriving rapidly 
at a decision, of translating that dc 
cisiou into suitable orders; and of en 
suring the rapid and well-reasoned 
execution of those orders in the field."

"NOW IS "THE TIME— " 

We doubt not that almost everyone who has learned writing 
by the copy-booii method or has painfully acquired the art of type- 
wntmg can finish the well-worn .sentence of which the title is the 
beginnmg. "Now is the time for every good man to come to the 
ai4 of his party" is a famous catch-phrase.' Whether formulated" 
primarily for political purposes or not we are unaware as we have 
not been able to trace its origin. But its efficacy is none the less 
on that account. 

And now we come to the application of this war-cry to McGill 
Qur Mock Parliament will be officially opened this evening 
and It is hoped that everyone who possibly can will be there to 
side with the government or the opposition in the debate over the 
■Speech from the Throne which.will.be read by Sir Arthur Currie 
■acting as Governor-General. Of course it is not necessary that the 
whole Parliament be conducted along strict party lines, no pledge 
of unchanging sentiment being exacted from the supporters of cither 
platform. But the conducting of affairs on a party basis and the 
possession by one party or the other of a certain number of sure 
votes .in every division will add greatly to the interest and excite- 
ment of the proceedings. ; 

The real feelings of the speakers are naturally, not expressed 
in a parliament of this kind, those taking part doing so .not from a 
sens^ of conviction in any policy but rather incia seitc^ for fun 
=oupp:d with a desire to improve their public-spekkini ability. So 
|9,one should be taken too seriously when making vehement 
Stations against measures which would obviously* be for the 
common good or when voting strictly by party in suj^^f an ava- 
laricKe of arguments thundered forth by the opposite :8Îde of the 
house: ■ \ 

■' .-The Mock Parliament will furnish a genuine training-ground 
fdr debate and some very good entertainment for those, who take 
part. It is an activity well worth devoting time to. Let us rally 
around the party standards already raised or élse hoist one-^f 
own. If we cannot agree with the sentiments ^expressed in the ex- 
isting, platforms let us construct a new one. But let us be present 
in any case. For "now is the time for every good man to come 
to the aid of his party." 



UNDERGRADUATE ATTITUDE 

The average student of the University who goes to classes and 
drinks malted milks and wears his pajamas to breakfast experiences 
something of chagrin, mingled with mortification and disgust, when 
Jthe progress of an otherwise satisfactory argument is halted by 
someone interposing the "undergraduate attitude" ks the root of all 
college evils. No more can be said. It answers all questions, meets 
all ai^uments, and dooms the student irretrieyably to eternal incom 
petency. It has probably never been defined, and, if defined, would 
mean less than it is allowed to mean now. 

Professors, of course, are unfairly prone to the greatest possible 
exploitation of the term, but this is fortunate since it keeps them 
Jrom resorting to more telling terminologies. It is harmless as they 
use it, but in the actual significance of this characteristic attitude 
is.aomething that tends to discomfort. 

The "undergraduate attitude" might be defined as the thing that 
allows students to forget, to disregard, and to be careless j it is the 
thihg that permits lax committee reports, that promotes tardiness 
at meetings, and that swells the bad check list at the bank; it is the 
thing, that means irresponsibility, inaccuracy, and loose ends; it i; 
the thing that prompts the taxpayer to take alarm, that moves the 
legislatures to a questioning about appropriations, and that per- 
suades father that he should keep his son on the farm ; and it is 
the thing that makes a picture of the college student of the rah-rah 
ii'their than of the studiotts type, that forces business men to talk 
ioipoynding a bit of common sense into the college man "before he 
is|Miy good, and that keeps the -college and -the university from fill- 
ing' the places that they riçhtly 'deserve.

■he game. On the other hand it definile- 
'v states that he was "fighting his; hàrd- 
:st" and that it was his "off-day." The 
vork of the fighting leader of the Mc- 
Gill team has received its due amoun 
of praise in the columns of this pa^e- 
throughout the season, and we feel sure 
that Anderson himself would not wish 
to have his good play praise^} and his 
faults overlooked at all times. 

The mention of tlie captain's sporting 
action in refusing to take an unfair att- 
vantage of the Queen's team coinos as 
pleasant news to the man who wrote the 
article as it will be to other people who 
witnessed the game. Incidents of that 
kind are not numerous'in the history of 
sport and it is unfortunate that it shouW 
have been omitted from the report. 

Can Ambridge justly blame the re 
porter for not mentioning the fact? Sk- 
ting on the sidelines and judging the 
play only by what he sees, the reporter 
cannot give an account of every con 
versation that takes place on the field 
between players and officials. Perhaps 
the writer of tliejetter might, after 
considering the matter, place a liltic 
blame on himself for the omission. The 
reports printed in the paper tr>' to in- 
clude all of the important incidents of 
the games in order that the student 
might get an unbiased account of the 
play. Would it be too much trouble for 
Ambridge, or any other man, to assist 
the reporters and editors to give a fair 
account by relating any such incidents 
before the report is published, instead o; 
waiting until later to criticize it? 

The spirit of the football player in up 
holding the captain' of his team must be 
commended. There is not a student at 
tending McGill who has anything bu 
the highest regard for Anderson and no 
one would place any blame on his 
shoulders for chance misplays he hap- 
pened to make. The amount of glory 
he has achieved in the past three years 
on the college team cannot Jie dimmed 
by any mistake he might make in the 
heat of the play when fighting his hard 
est for McGill. 

If Ambridge wishes .to suggest that 
mention of bad plays on the part of 
McGill should be omitted and a purely 
bia.scd report of the games inserted, we 
feel that his sentiments are not those 
of the student body as a whole. The po-

Undergrachiatè Arrested on 
Charges of Theft and 
.Murder. 

NAME WITHHELD 

Claimed that He Stole Car and 
Tipped Waiter with 
Bogus Coin 

The greatest consternation was caused 
among the students of old McGill yes- 
terday by the information that one of 
their most popular class-mates had been 
arrested on a double charge of theft and 
murder with intent to kill. Those who 
received the^ intelligence were horrified 
beyond measure- at the news and at first 
could give no credit whatever to the 
story ;:kn'owing the youth in 'question to 
be oiic'of'most sober habits, scarcely 
ever Stiring out of doors after dark save 
to study in the library. To tell the truth, 
and ftothii'ig besides, the evidence is en- 
tirely circumstantial, and though con- 
vincing on the surface may be entirely 
line of events fastening a wrongful 
suspicion on the' unhappy man. The

University St., where lie upset by vio- 
lent contact the equilibrium, poise and 
feelings of one peanut cart at the 
corner of Milton and said Uni- 
versity Street, narrowly failing to squasb 
the dwner of the aforementioned cart, 
who, managed to crawl clear to safety 
after baing run over by the front wheel; 
which were going too fast to cause 
much injury, outside of two broken .legs,. 
^ fractured collarbone, and. tearing- off 
one ear. . 

By this time the policeman on duty a' 
the coruer of Sherbrooke and Univer- 
sity iiad summoned a reserve ..from the 
nearest station. On a call for -yolimtcbrib 
being made one brave constable offeree' 
to give chase on a motorcycle. And now 
comes, the bloody part of the tale. 
Trailing the fleeing car as it Speeder' 
wiftly up University street hill, hi> 
speedometer registering 99 m. to the 
econd he met with his death. The man 
in the car, whether our liera or not , re- 
mains to be proved, suddenly . shot , op 
his brakes. The motol^-cling .QoUcemar 
not doing the same thing -in ■• su,fficienh 
time struck the stationary motor with 
a terrible jolt which threw hiifi ' on hi.' 
head' in front of the automobile. Thi' 
callous driver then guided the car care- 
fully: over the asphalt-shocked form of 
tils 'pursuing enemy, entirely cxtcin- 
guishing all traces of life jlie.refrom. 

It 'is then stated that he drove direct 
to 1164Z Fortune Boulevard, Notre 
Gallic dc Greece. After staying there for 
a while he took his lady friend to the 
Ritz Carlton for dinner. This is used 
as a grea^ piece of deduced e-yidencc as 
showing lie had in mind the proceed? to 
be derived from the sale of the auto 
\nd here comes also the first clue as to 
the identity of the murderer. The wai- 
ter ;Who served the couple with dinner 
swears that he was given a tip in thr 
form of. a coin which he at first took 
to bb a twenty-five cent piece of the 
Dominion of Canada, but which later 
proved be to be a one cent copper -coin 
covered with mercury, deliberately done 
with intention to deceive. Police experts 
say 'that any criminal with a mentality 
high enough to conceive a clever trick 
like that miist be a student, and use that 
as a-strong peint against the unfortunate 
one arrested. It is then stated that after 
dinner he paid for it at the office with 
a cheque which was later returned from 
the 'bank N. ,S. F., being drawn on a 
friend's account. 

Now when suspicion arose about this 
queer customer notice was immediately 
given to the Chief of Police who com- 
menced a through search of the town 
for the man. He and his fair partner 
were finally found in the Gctfuller Ca- 
baret on Filth Avenue, near St. Antoine 
East, sucicing weed lime at 9.30 in the 
evening- ,and having on the table be- 
tween them a bottle qf Nuxated Iron 
containing four raisins.

HISTORY GIVEN 



When the Crusaders were crusading 
in the Holy Land they found time to 
kill ^ .few of the birds . in the vicinity 
fQr.^^heir oriental coverings.,.' ?In the. 
passiîiigç ; home thiesp .bjrds-i.lp&t,, their 
beaks anil feet and from this fact the 
tradition evolved that they were birds 
Df Paradise, which, not requiring to 
eat, had no occasion to land and so 
.tbeyiiar.c .supposed to have spent all 
their, time in flyiiig about. In Eng- 
land; these birds of Paradise were 
qiven the name of Martlets and were 
made: use of as 'heraldic symbol.^. 

The ancestor of the founder of this 
Dur College, appropriated three Mart- 
lets for his shield but as they appear- 
ed \yhite' on a red ground we may 
deduce that the Martlets on being re- 
moved from their native Paradise lost 
their color, due tdfthe reinova,! or 
faulty taxidertnis'try. < Anyhow. it was 
white Maftlets which -James' McGill 
brought to Canada and they did not 
regain their color's til| they found an- 
other' Paradise in the grounds set 
aside by James McGill for the College 
bearing his name. They are now red 
Martlets. ' 

The coat as it now stands has three 
red ipartlets on a white field (aj-gent 
ba-sc) surmounted by two coronets on 
a chief-dentilly gules. They sing in 
unisonsthe one refrain from one book.

crusaders of today. * Likewise is 
"Grandcscunt aucta iabore," although 
the majority of us prefer the "aucta" 
to flu '"laboT'."

the world grows restless and discon- 
tented. Famine and disease stalk 
throug'ii Russia and crate a desert 
where once was vigorous production; 
India, Kgypt seethe with unrest and 
chafe under the bondage of the Eng- 
lishman. Everywhere there is some 
lamentation, and gnashing of teeth, 
—-an embittered dissatisfaction with 
the state of things, which vents itself 
in ruthless outbursts on 'innocent vic- 
tims. .'Ml mt'ii wait for a solution — 
salvation— biit whivher can they 
look? — only lo ihen scircely less triv- 
ial and petty thai'i themselves. 

It is the old, old story of the four 
horsemen. Those who saw that great 
ftim must have appreciated something 
of what war means. Those who 
fought overseas know what war is 
and will have no.moi-e of it. Those 
who " live now' will experience the 
giriro! réaction. Biit oyer here where 
Anglo-Saxon stolidity jknd comttion 
sense, firm grooved in , 'tlie" tenets of 
Capitalism and its industrial comple-v- 
ity, holds its sway atid bears with the 
injustices and hardships- that war 
worlîs, civilization scçms to stand 
unmoved, secure amidst the rage and 
restlessness of the age!, 'What is the 
product of à century' your stolid. 
Angjo-Saxon considers will last for 
all time- indeed will progress further 
out of a present imperfect state of 
disharmony and inefïicjçhcy into .one 
of greatei" happiness, -and wealth 
"Pooh pooiil" he says, "this turmoil 
and trouble— you excitable folk full 
of imaginations and hysterical fears 
get down . to work— attend to your 
task", use common sense and we'll 
hold the world togethcrl"— and so 
your "hard-headed, business man 
turns ■ oyer his newspaper, and reads 
attentively the sporting page. 

There is something admirable and 
something alarming in this attitude of 
mind. That the human race depends 
upon Anglo-Saxon practical sense and 
cool steady judgmcnti-seems evident, 
for miwhere else today does there 
rest such~€Ôntrol amidst the chaos.' 
This I say is admirable and entirely 
essential but there is also a certain 
blindness and superficiality which 
shows that this solidity is founded on 
a narrow and frivolous basis. It . is 
the security of one who. locHsi. himself 
up in a closet— not that of one who 
preserves calm control over an excit- 
ed ^humanity. We must face the facts 
ot the .Social movements. There is 
no need to grow hysterical over them 
but v;e must know them and. then 
stifle the panic not by ignoring it but 
■by steadily reforming the "deficiencies 
|of'our Social Systein-' .^s'to how 
this can he produceÛ tliere is' miich 
disagreement. There .are those who 
still lustily defend Capitalism at all 
Costs with its doctrine of. individual 
right of property and competition 
The fittest being is he who'caa amass 
most" cleverly the largest amount of 
money which niéh call "wcall^h^' They 
would maintain that tliis unnatural 
mechanical life which Industrialism 
forces upon the laborer is ;i proper 
and healthy life from which tlic la- 
borer can arise if he will to greater 
economic prestige. But your laboc^. 
ing-inan is not: always. j:ontented with 
the continual addition of dolçs in the 
form of increased wages— 'hïi 'sees that 
this f.ictory existence of his in which 
he plays the. part of a helplçs,s.pawn, 
or better . siiil a cog in tha,tnachin- 
ery of i )]|onderous. systeii?. which he 
cannot c-omtrol, is starvii^g Ifis^ryçry. 
soul\ (stri^igc tliat one shot|ld.;,b^V!; à 
soul thcS(C days) and licnce he gj;owJs 
sullenly, mustering somelim.es cuou-gih 
rage to revolt or at least bacçly tol- 
erates hs; . drtidgcry. Tlie workman 
will hanrc his share, of thq.^pipofits ;9.f 
his inmistry and of thp: coittii;ol,. which 
his wealthy master too fon.d' of.-, his

prive him. Tliis is Capitalism — and 
oufi solution of the problem. We 
hn.ve had over a century of it. .\re 
we happier? Are we wealthier? , 

The war of classes, the Iieated ani- 
'Aosities of workmen and owner, the 



biting our fellow, we' smile siiavely 
and impoverish him. From war on 
the greatest scale to personal bitter- 
ness on the smallest, we have want 
of harmony, of understanding, of in- 
telligent co-operation which alone 
spells happiness and efficiency. "Try 
how he will man cannot attain full 
happiness in brutality; all the' pro-, 
gres.s that our great civilization lias 
made has been through a closer con- 
tact of man with man. an increasing 
understanding and a diminishing pre- 
judice. Capitalism will not solve the 
problem until it becomes a brother- 
hood, but being founded on individ- 
ual conflict, on .the sgnoring of cer- 
tain vital essentials lo- hiiniau happi- 
ness — namely, love and co-operalion — 
it cannot be more than a grim jest. 
The world is "fed up" with "super- 
men."— It wants men. 

And now, what is our solution? 
History illustrates the ultimate fea- 
ture of war '(human stupidity, on an 
international scale) as a measure of 
progress. Co-operation, not conflict, 
must be the. principle of societ.v, for 
Avhile ..conflict and competition stim- 
ulate individual cnterpri.sc and energy 
they cause .vast ex.neiuliïiirc et 



along u nproductive "channels— namely, 
in the neutralisation of other sources 
of energy often for petty purposes. 
Conflict is extravagant, unsatisfying 
and degenerating tp,highcr ideals .-ir.d 
therefore caqnot be as practical a 
principle as that, of co-operation in the 
production of an efficient state. In 
the hotter alone lies the saving of. the 
riicc — brotherhood between individ- 
uals as between nations. .Ml else is 
chaos and barbarism. The barricr.s of 
tariff, racial prejudice, sricvaiir.c, must 
be broken down by an ever greater 
mingling of races .i"."! ideas which 
will dissolye by mutual understand- 
ing. 

Thus we end \ylth the age-old be- 
lief that .in the . ljr'othcrh6o3 ofnian 
lies the hope of man's survival. Wo 
have no confidence- that our capital- 
istic system can inspire this brotiier- 
hood but fear the. reverse, and while 
it may add' to tlie industry and so- 
called wealth' of. .society, it cannot 
bring peace for it is founded on, selfish 
ambition. A new motive is ' needed 
—a higher motive and a higher type 
of man to establish securely an inter- 
national Christian So:^iali5m. Hence

Dr. Caildwell Receives Letter 
from Geologist of Shack- 
elton's Expedition 

Professor Caldwell Oias giyep in to 
the .Daily which we pl"int below. 

He tells us that one night after 
eleven o'clock la.s; September, in LoUr 
don. wiiile crossing Trafalgar Square 
to Whitehall, he was hailed by a 
cheery voice inforining hiiu' that its 
own.cr. had often seen' him oil, the Mc- 
Gill Campus, aifd tlijit he h'ad alrejfdy 
frie'F'Thç^'spçaker's si-stcr .r{M|si.'Do'ug-' 
las')'"at ' Cambridge that sahic" .slim- 
mer. . Capt. Douglas went' on to tell 
Dr. Caldwell that he was the geolo- 
gist aboard the famou.s "Quest", add- 
ing that the ship's company would 
all be pleased if he would come down 
any afternoon .irid look- the "Quest" 
over. Dr. Caldwell gladjy did ^\\y\s 
the next day. striking up a friendship, 
with Douglas, and getting in a good 
talk about many things. He met the 
otTicers and men of the ship, and saw 
all over the vessel; 

Douglas in his promised letter to 
greet . his McCJill . friends, speaks of 
the reparation of an apparent opiis:
